lenders, who demanded high usury. 
Some, having no means to pay their 
creditors, sold their children as slaves. 
The hungry ones were threatening, if 


acting. 
The chief officers farmed out 
the collection of the taxes, both in 
money and in the fruits of the land. 
These under officers were the same as 
those called publicans in the New 
Testament. They were required to 
pay over to their superiors the exorbi­ 
tant sum fixed by law, and depended 
for their profit on what they could 
make by fraud and extortion. 
They 
overcharged, brought false charges of 
smuggling 
to 
extort 
hush-money, 
seized upon property in case of dis­ 
pute and held it until their levy was 
paid, forbade the farmer to reap his 
standing crops until they had wrung 
from him all that his penury could 
produce. 
They were universally fear­ 
ed, hated, and despised. 
No money 
known to have come from them was 
received for religious uses. 
Now these, who professed religion 
and lived heathenism, were the great­ 
est injury to the 
Cause for 
which 
Nehemiah had come. 
It was against 
such as these that Jesus launched the 
sharpest lightning of his "Woeunto 
you, hypocrites.” They are traitors to 
their country, their church and their 
God.

The M anner in W hich Fund For “Or­ 


ganization" Purposes W a* Expended 


Is the Subject of a Special Inquiry 


W hich the Federal Grand Jury W ill 


Make in Connection W ith Its Inves­ 


tigation of the Dynamiting Cases. 


Indianapolis, Dec. S.—The records of 
the Columbia National bank, in wTiich 
the funds of the organization were de­ 
posited, will furnish, it is believed by 
the federal authorities, evidence that 
structural iron workers were cognizant 
of the use of money by John J. McNa­ 
mara in forwarding dynamiting plots. 
Every month for the past two year.^ 
or more McNamara drew from the 
funds on his personal check from $500 
to $1,000, the amount never less than 
the first named sum and never more 
than the second. 
At first there was some comment 
on the peculiarity of the practice, but 
as no complaint ever came from the 
officers of the organization and the 
practice was thus apparently confirm­ 
ed by the executive board of officers 
at the regular board meetings, the of­ 
ficers of the bank ceased to take any 
note of the transactions. 
The books 
of the association now in the hands of 
the federal authorities show that Mc­ 
Namara accounted for these sums each 
month, but did not account for their 
expenditures. The books showed only 
that the money had been used for “or­ 
ganization,” hut they do not show- to 
whom it w as paid in every instance. 
It is said that McNamara used two 
forms of checks In his transactoins as 
secretary-treasurer of the iron work­ 
ers. and it is easy to distinguish be- 
! tween tin* checks draw’n for expenses 
| from month to month and those drawn 
on the same funds for money to be 
| used in "oragnization.” 
It was this 
j difference that first attracted atten­ 
tion, for in the one case the checks 
j showed his authority by following his 
j name w ith his official title, and in the 
j other he was not thus designated. The 
| money thus drawn on his individual 
checks, whether it was $500 or $1,000, 
was always taken from the bank and 
was not redeposited either in his name 
or that of another. 
The books of the- bank, showing 
these withdrawals of funds, the books 
of the iron workers, where they are 
accounted for, and the purchase of 
money orders at the postoffice, by 
which means the funds wTere distrib­ 
uted to the men actually engaged in 
dynamiting, are said to agree in every 
detail, for there were no distributions 
of funds toward the latter part of any 
month, but always immediately follow­ 
ing the drawing of the money by Mc­ 
Namara from the bank. It is said that 
the cashing of the checks and the pur­ 
chase of money orders, in many in­ 
stances. occurred on the same day, in­ 
dicating that McNamara went direct 
from the bank to the postoffice and 
used the money thus drawn in the pay­ 
ment of the men who w’ere engaged 
in dynamiting as a means of “organiza­ 
tion.” 
The discovery of the withdrawals 
from the bank, the purchase of money 
orders and the accounting for the 
funds on the iron workers’ books, but 
not for the expenditures, form a com­ 
plete chain of evidence, and it is not 
believed possible that this could go on 
for years and none of the officers of 
the Iron workers knowr nothing about 
it. 
When 
questioned 
about these 
things officers of the iron workers do 
not attempt to explain them. 
They 
say that McNamara had charge of the 
books, that the books are now’ in pos­ 
session of the federal authorities, and 
for this reason no explanation can be 
given, for they do not know what the 
books show’. 
Everything will be in readiness for 
the grand jury when it meets next 
week. 
Samuel Gompers will be called 
before the grand jury and will be ask­ 
ed a number of questions regarding 
the statements of labor leaders in the 
many conferences that have been held 
and the sources from which the de­ 
fense fund of $190,000 was obtained 
and how it was distributed. 
It is not 
charged that Gompers knew that any 
part of the fund was to be used for 
the purpose of bribing jurors, but the 
government authorities look upon the 
bribery developments at Los Angeles J 
as a part of the conspiracy against the 
people, and they will be inquired into 
in the course of the investigation. The 
records of the labor organizations hav­ 
ing headquarters in this city show’ t h a t;

Washington, Dec. 8.—In an effort to 
locateand punish every person respon­ 
sible for the outrages against whom 
a successful prosecution will lie, under 
the federal law, the administration in­ 
tends to push its dynamite inquiry vig­ 
orously. 
There are only two fed­ 
eral statutes under which such prose­ 
cutions can be made. 
One is the 
interstate commerce law* forbidding 
the interstate transportation of explo­ 
sives except when plainly marked. 
The other offense is using the malls 
to organize or further a conspiracy to 
dynamite. 
It was pointed out by a 
high authority that the federal gov­ 
ernment is in a better position than 
any of the state authorities in inves- 
igating 
the 
dynamite 
cases. 
The 
states cf California and Indiana, for 
instance, ’’ was said, could obtain only 
such evidence and the testimony of 
witnesses within its borders. The fed­ 
eral government can, however, obtain 
and utilize all the evidence in what­ 
ever state it may be found. 
Ti e work of collecting evidence is 
well advanced. The federal grand jury 
in Los Angeles has begun its Inquiry 
there, and a similar grand jury will 
convene in Indianapolis next week. 
The government’s evidence will be 
presented before both grand juries in 
the hope of obtaining indictments. 
The crime of dynamiting or attempt­ 
ing to dynamite is not punishable un­ 
der the federal statutes. 
The state 
authorities will have to deal with this 
phase of the outrages.. 
The state 
prosecutions, however, will be aided 
by the searching inquiry which the 
federal government intends to make 
after the federal agents have com­ 
pleted thefr investigation and prose­ 
cutions. 
It is expected here that all 
the ramifications of the cases will be 
laid bare abd the state authorities, 
where dynamiting has occurred, will 
be aide to follow rip and supplement 
tile government's ease by -prosecuting 
the actual perpetrators of the dyna­ 
mite crimes.

Partisans Fight (or Two Hours 


On Streets of Capital. 


Panama, Dec. 8.—For the purpose of 
preparing for a campaign in favor of 
the re-election of their candidate to 
the presidency, the Union Liberal club, 
which is composed of partisans of 
President Arosemena, held a meeting. 
Some of the partisan orators made 
abusive and scurrilous speeches in re­ 
lation to the other candidate, and

ing, the infuriated crowd shouting the 
names of the respective candidates. 
Three members of the cabinet attend­ 
ed the meeting and the secretary of 
government ordered armed police to 
the scene. This order the mayor refused 
to allow to be executed, as he feared 
that it would result in a fight between 
the people and the police and blood­ 
shed would follow.

IN FORMAL DEFENSE 


Say They Sincerely Thought Mc­ 


Namara Innocent, 


W ashington, Dec. 8.—A formal de­ 
fense of their conduct toward the Mc­ 
Namara case has been made public by 
the leaders of union labor. 
The de­ 
fense is in the form of a statem ent 
si gut d by the members of the McNa­ 
mara 
ways 
and 
means 
committee, j 
which raised the fund in defense of 
the two dynamiters, and was given 
out at the headquarters of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor. 
The loaders, speaking for union la­ 
bor, declare they were justified in be­ 
lieving that a gas instead of a dyna­ 
mite explosion wrecked the building 
of the Los Angeles Times, and in ac­ 
cepting the word of the McNamaras 
that they were not guilty. 
The men ' 
who signed the statement declare sol­ 
emnly that they never had a particle 
of knowledge of the guilt of the Mc­ 
Namaras until the news of their con­ 
fessions was printed in the newspa­ 
pers. 
They invite an investigation by ] 
the state and federal authorities, and j 
stated that they are ready to throw' ^ 
open the books, records and corre-1 
spondence of the American Federation 
of Labor. 
The statement is issued by Samuel 
Gomliers, president of the A. F. of L.; I 
Frank Morrison, secretary; James A 
Short, president of the building trades 
department, and William J. Spencer, 
secretary of the same department; 
James 
O’Connell, 
president 
of 
the 
metal trades department, and A 
J. j 
Derris, secretary, and John B. Lennon j 
and Thomas F. Tracey, president and 
secretary of the union label trades de-! 
partment. 
The name of Frank M. Ryan, presi-1 
dent of the International Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers, does not ap­ 
pear on the statement, although he, 
was a member of the ways and means 
committee for the McNamara fund. 
The organization of which Ryan is the 
head was the one to which the Mc-1 
Namaras belonged. 
Samuel Gompers 
and others who signed the statement 
declared that the absence of Mr. Ry­ 
an’s name w'as not significant; that he! 
had left town before the statement 
was prepared. 
There is a strong im­ 
pression in labor circles in this city, 
however, that there was friction be­ 
tween Ryan and others of the ways 
and means committee. 
It was report­ 
ed that the members of the committee 
thought 
Ryan 
had not been 
frank 
enough with them. 
Ryan left for In­ 
dianapolis 
without waiting for the 
statement to be drawn up.

Following a Discussion of the Triangu­ 


lar Imbroglio in the British House 


of Lords, in Which Russia’s Ultim a­ 


tum Is Characterized as Harsh, Per­ 


emptory and Precipitate, Latter Gov­ 


ernment Sends Out a Quieting Word. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 8.—An authori­ 
tative statem ent issued in regard to 
Persia says there Is no idea whatever 
of the permanent occupation of that 
country by Russia. 
The Russian 
troops will in no wise concern them­ 
selves with internal affairs, and will 
have nothing to do with the ex-shah. 


London, Dec. 8.—Lord Curzon raised 
the Persian question in the house of 
lords and inquired 
as to the gov­ 
ernm ent’s policy. 
He asked for the 
papers. 
Referring to Russia’s first ul­ 
timatum with regard to which England 
had 
advised 
Persia to comply, he 
thought that the advice was unpalata­ 
ble but wise. With regard to the sec­ 
ond ultimatum, there was evidence 
that Mr. Shuster had shown an un­ 
fortunate lack of acquaintance with 
diplomatic usage and language, but 
Lord Curzon wanted to know if Shus­ 
ter’s action was really an excuse for 
an armed occupation on the part of 
Russia. 
The government, he said, 
could not wash its hands of all respon­ 
sibility for the second ultimatum. 
He 
foresaw* that an administrative parti­ 
tion would inevitably proceed to a po­ 
litical partition and then to a geo­ 
graphical one. 
Lord Morley said that the troubles 
of Persia arose not out of the Anglo- 
Russian agreement, but from the very 
nature of the experiment that was be­ 
ing tried on the Persians. 
With re­ 
gard to Shuster he agreed with Lord 
Curzon, but Mr. Shuster certainly had 
shown a want of tact. 
He Ignored the 
position of tire indisputable claim of 
Russia and England. 
Russia's object, 
he said, was the establishm ent of a 
normal and stable relation with Per­ 
sia, the removal of elem ents of dis­ 
cord. 
Russia intended further propo­ 
sals to that end, though she did not 
aim at a violation of Persia’s integrity 
and independence. 
“She assured us 
categorically,’’ said Lord Morley, “that 
such measures as had been taken were 
purely provisional.’’ 
Regarding indemnity, he hoped that 
Russia, after the crisis had passed, 
w'ould find a wray out of the difficul­ 
ties. 
England, lie said, had informed 
Russia that it would be impossible 
under any circumstances to recognize 
the ex-shah. 
Concluding, Lord Mor­ 
ley said that there was good reason to 
hope that we should soon see the so­ 
lution of the situation which w’as now' 
so full of difficulties, but not altogeth­ 
er hopeless. 


nature of which Lord Morley gave no 
hint, will modify the last ultimatum. 
This ultimatum was described by Lord 
Curzon as harsh, peremptory and pre­ 
cipitate. 
A Teheran dispatch says the cab­ 
inet wishes to negotiate with Russia 
through England for a settlem ent of 
the relations of the three countries on 
a definite written basis and offers to 
guarantee 
that 
Treasurer General 
Shuster will loyally carry out the ar­ 
rangement. 
It is believed in Russian 
and British 
diplomatic circles 
that 
such a proposal will be useless. 
The 
dism issal of Shuster is a necessary 
preliminary to any settlem ent.
